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Government Will 
Urge 11 Per Cent 
Investment Slash 


The Government yesterday decided to ask leaders 


of Japan’s basic industries, including electric power, 


iron-steel and synthetic chemical corporations, to post- 


pone equipment investment plans amounting to at least 


60,000 million yen. 

The decision was made at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Econo- 
mic Ministers’ Conference. 


The decision calls for slashing 
this year’s investment plans by 
10-12 per cent by each of these 
basic industries. 


The curtailment rates were 
agreed upon at Monday’s meet- 
ing of the subcommittee of the 
Banking Institution Fund Deli- 
beration Council, advisory organ 
to the Finance Minister. 


The Government is expected 
to ask industrial circles for 
their cooperation and at the 
same time take administrative 


measures to push the slash pro-} 


gram. 

Yesterday’s meeting of the 
Economic Ministers’ Conference 
at the Prime Minister’s official 
residence was attended by For- 
eign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama; 
Finance Minister Hisato Ichi- 
mada; Minister of International 
Trade and Industry Shigesaburo 
Maeo; Minister of Agriculture 
and Forestry Munenori Akagi; 
Director of the Economic Plan- 
ning Agency Ichiro Kono; Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Kiichi Aichi, 
and Takeo Miki, Policy Board 
Chairman of the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party. 

The meeting also decided that 
the Government will provide 
funds of up to 20,000 million yen 
to private banking institutions 
for loans to medium and small’ 
enterprises. P 

This measure was taken to 
cushion the effects of the tight- 
money policy on medium and 
small enterprises. 

Fujiyama told the meeting 
that it would be necessary to 
consider increasing imports 
from countries to which it 
would be possible for Japan to 
boost exports. 

Fujiyama later said other 
Cabinet members present at the 
meeting had supported his sug- 
gestion in principle. 

Fujiyama told the meeting 
that the overall framework of 
imports has to be scaled down 
to improve the trade balance. 
He added, however, that it 
would be improper to apply an 
inflexible curtailment formula. 

A Foreign Office source said 
that Fujiyama had several con- 
crete cases in mind when he 
called for caution in cutting im- 
ports. One of these cases is that 
trade talks between Japan and 
Britain are scheduled to open 


in Tokyo in August. If the 
Japanese Government should 
slash imports of whisky, can- 


dies, sports goods and other 
“luxury items” from Britain on 
the ground of the worsening 
trade balance, [ritain would 
have to cut imports fror Japan. 


Israel-Bound Ship 
Enters Suez Canal 


SUEZ (Kyodo-UP)—An Israeli- 
bound freighter entered the 
Suez Canal for the first time 
since the Sinai campaign today 
but Egyptian intelligence agents 
held a young Israeli seaman off 
the ship. 

The Brigitte Toft, an Israeli- 
chartered Danish vessel, enter- 
ed the canal northbound with 
a cargo of rice from Rangoon 
for Haifa, Israel. 

Egypt.allowed the Toft to join 
this morning’s convoy to Port 
Said after determining its cargo 
was “commercial” not military 
and only after removing Israeli 
seaman Rafael Ayon for alleged- 
ly taking unauthorized pictures. 


RAF Drops Leaflets 
Warning Oman Rebels 


LONDON (INS) The Royal 
Air Force dropped “withdraw 
or else” leaflets on rebel forces 
in the Sultanate of Oman and 
Muscat Tuesday as 100 British 
soldiers were airlifted to the 
Pers:ar. Gulf from Kenya. 

A show of force by jet figh- 
ters was scheduled for Wednes- 
day. If the insurgents still do 
not evacuate, possible bombing 
and strafing attacks by the RAF 
were threatened. 
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Suez Revenues 
Going to Aswan 


CAIRO (INS)—President 
Nasser announced Monday 
that Egypt will use Suez 
Canal revenues to finance 
a vastly scaled-down Aswan 
High Dam project. Nasser 
said at the grand opening 
of Egypt’s new National As- 
sembly that the _ project 
would increase by 16 per 
cent, or 1,000,000 acres in 
the next five years, the 
cultivatable acreage of 
overpopulated, underfed 
Egypt. He said the anti- 
cipated 46 million dollars 
in annual revenues from 
the nationalized Suez Canal 
will be used to launch the 
project, which was stymied 
when the U.S., Britain and 
the World Bank withdrew 
financial support a _ year 
ago. Nasser said the pro- 
ject would cost $173,400,000,

Keidanren 
Sees ‘Panic’ 
In August 


Japan’s top businessmen 
warned the Government in a 
statement vesterday that the 
current tight money _ policy 
might result in a “financial 
panic” in August. 


Kogoro Uemura, vice presi- 
dent of the Federation of Eco- 
nomic Organizations (Keidan- 
ren) delivered the statement to 
Prime Minister Kishi, Finance 
Minister Hisato Ishimada and 
Masamichi Yamagiwa, governor 
of the Bank ot Japan, after the 
Keidanren’s Board of Directors 
had adopted the s *tement ata 
meeting at the Industry Club in 
Tokyo. 

The majority of the business 
leaders who attended the meet- 
ing agreed that the Govern- 
ment’s tight money policy has 
been affecting business firms 
more seriously than expected 
and is “threatening the nation’s 
economy.” They feared that if 
the policy were continued in the 
present manner, the result will 
be a high number of dishonored 
bills in August, the month when 
bills usually are cleared, and 
some of the larger companies as 


well as many small _= and 
medium-sized enterprises will 
collapse. 

The Keidanren = statement 


urged the Government to pre- 
pare for such a situation. 


However, it approved in prin- 
ciple the Government's tight 
money policy to improve 
Japan’s international trade ba- 
lance and agreed to postpone 
equipment invgstments. 

The statement added that it 
will take a long time before the 
policy produces the desired ef- 
fects and urged the Government 
to be more cautious in carrying 
out the policy. 

Informed sources said _ the 
statement was a strong appeal 
from businessmen to the Gov- 
ernment to adopt a more elastic 
financial policy. 

Meanwhile, the Japan Ship 
Owners Association yesterday 
filed a request with Transpor- 
tation Minister Sannoji Naka- 
mura. 

Main points of the request in- 
cluded: 1) the Government

Cairo OK’s Hague Court Rule; 
Action Removes Big Obstacle 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP)—The U.N. announced 
Monday that Egypt has accept- 
ed the compulsory jurisdiction 
of the International Court of 
Justice on disputes arising out 
of the operation of the Suez 
Canal. 

Mahmoud Fawzi, foreign 
minister of Egypt, informed 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold of his Government’s 
decision in a communication 
dated July 18. 

The U.N. said the Egyptian 


decision will be transmitted to 
the International Court at The 


Hague. 

Egypt’s action removed one 
major obstacle to agreement on 
operation of the canal which 
has, in fact, been operating for 
several weeks. It means that 
Egypt has consented to go be- 
fore the World Court in case a

Nasser Says 
Egypt Still 


Faces ‘Wars’ 
And Dangers 


CAIRO (Kyodo-UP)—Presi- 
dent Nasser Monday night hail- 
ed Egypt’s victories over “im- 
perialism” but warned the Egyp- 
tian people that they still face 
war on several fronts. 

“Those who have been fight- 
ing us have not laid down 
their arms and given up,” he 


Assembly in a two-hour speech 
punctuated with cheers and ap- 
plause. 

Nasser failed to produce any 
surprise moves in the speech 
which was devoted largely to 
past “victories” in the five 
years since the Egyptian revolu- 
tion which unseated’ King 
Farouk and led to the present 
Egyptian Administration, 

His speech opened a week- 
long celebration marking the 
fifth anniversary of the revolu- 
tion, which falls Tuesday, 

He warned that “there are 
many indications that dangers 
which we repelled have not 
ceased to exist.” 

“First, Syria is being attack- 
ed,” he said. “The attack on 
Syria is an attack directed 
against Arab nationalism.” 

Nasser said the Arab world 
would support Syria, and Egypt 
“could not fail to respond favor- 
ably” to a Syrian move for 
Syrian-Egyptian unity. 

“Secondly,” he said, “there is 
the question of our (sterling) 
balances that had been unjustly 
frozen”—a reference to Egypt- 
ian funds frozen by Britain, 
France and the United States. 

“Thirdly, there is a war of 
propaganda waged against us. 

“Fourthly, there is together 
with the war propaganda a 
war of nerves.” 

Nasser charged that “on top 
of al. that, there is a lot of open 
talk about isolating the people 
of Egypt from the other Arab 
peoples, and efforts are being 
made to divert in many chan- 
nels the running current of 
Arab nationalism.” 

This was an apparent refer- 
ence to United States policy on 
the Middle East, 

Nasser also said Egypt has 
spent one million pounds (§2,- 
800,000) on atomic research and 
““now has over 100 atomic scien- 
tists studying in the greatest 
atomic research centers in the 
world.” 

He did not say whether the 
scientists were in Russia, the 
United States, or both countries 
—and did not elaborate on 
whether they would use their 
knowledge to make_ atomic 
weapons or for peaceful uses. 

Nasser said that had Egypt 
it 
would have meant Egyptians 
preparing to defend themselves 


against “a possible threat from 


the north” while forgetting 


“the definite threat lurking in 


the heart of the Arab world, 
namely Israel.”

Says A-Control

WASHINGTON. (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dulles 
said Monday night the 
problem of _ controlling 
atomic-hydrogen weapons 
“may soon become totally 
unmanageable” unless 
Western countries and 
Russia agree on a first step 
to disarmament. 


“As matters are going, the 
time will come,” he said, “when 
the pettiest and most irrespon- 
sible dictator could get hold of 
weapons with which to threaten 
immense harm.” 


Dulles appealed to Russia’s 
leaders to accept the West’s dis- 
armament proposals to ease the 
“grim future” facing mankind. 


The secretary laid down these 
views in a major policy speech 
which was personally “cleared 
and approved” by President 
Eisenhower. His 30-minuté re- 
port to the nation partly aimed 
at answering Soviet propaganda 
attacks, was carried on a nation- 
wide radio-television network. 


He offered no new conces- 
sion in his speech but expres- 
sed guarded optimism over 
prospects of East-West agree- 
ment, saying the Soviet delega-

Senate Votes to Repeal 
Law, Appeasing South 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)—| 
The Senate voted unanimously 
Monday to repeal the post civil 
war law that would empower 
President Eisenhower to use 
troops to enforce school desegre- 
gation under the civil rights bill. 
The roll call vote was 90 to 0. 


Eisenhower and. Attorney 
General..Herbert Brownell Jr. 
have emphasized that they have 
no intention of using such 
powers. 

But the Senate adopted an 
amendment to the bill to revoke 
them, anyway. 

The amendment to repeal the 
so-called forces act, used in the 
South during the reconstruction 
period, was sponsored by Senate 
Republican leader William F. 
iinowtand and Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey (D.). They are lead- 
ers Of a Coalition supporting the 
civil rights bill. 

Administration forces backed 
the amendment to allay South- 
ern, fears that military might 
weuid be used to enforce racial 
integration in schools and other 
public places in the South. 

After adopting the amend- 
ment, the Senate resumed de- 
bate.on knocking out a hotly 
disputed provision that would 
give the attorney general broad 
injunctive powers to enforce a 
variety of individual rights. 

The 90-to-0 vote was in no 
way a test of strength on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's civil rights 
bill. But it cleared the way for 
an eariy showdown, probably 
Tuesday, on an amendment to

Trade OK'd 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Washington Evening Star said 
editorially Monday Japan’s ac- 
tioh in broadening trade with 
Red China was “altogether 
understandable.” 

Under the heading “Tokyo, 
‘Peiping and Trade,” the Star 
said “Japan has done the ex- 
pected thing in deciding to 
eliminate a large part of its re- 
strictions on trade with Red 
China. The relaxation, which 
involves the same standards as 
apply to Russia and the other 
countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, and which covers all goods 
that have no direct war-making 
potential, is identical in detail 
with the one recently announc- 
ed by Britain despite American 
efforts to prevent it.” 


The editorial continued: 
“From the domestic political 
standpoint, this Japanese action 
will heip to enhance the popu- 
larity of Premier Kishi’s Liber- 
al-Democratic Government. By 
the same token it will deprive 
the Socialist opposition of one 
of its chief campaign issues.

Japan Set to Join 
iran Oil Project 


Idemitsu Kosan Co., the only 
Japanese oil dealer importing 
petroleum directly from Iran, 
has notified the Iranian National 
Oil Co. (INOC) that Japan is 
ready to take part in Iran’s oil 
development project at the 
Makran area, it was learned yes- 
terday. | 

The company has_ selected 
members of an inspection group 
to be dispatched shortly to Mak- 
ran under joint sponsorship 


with the Petrol Resources De- 
velopment Co. 


The Government had previ- 
ously decided to give construc- 
tive cooperation to the develop- 
ment of the Makran oil field and 
had asked the Idemitsu Kosan 
Co. to undertake the project. 
The inspection team will be sent 
to Iran at the expense of Ide- 
mitsu. 


An oil development law of 
Iran, which has already been 
passed by the Lower House of 
Iran and under study by the 
Upper House, will permit 
foreign interests to join [ran- 
ian firms in development of 
oil resources. So far the United 
States, Italy, and West Germany 
have approached Iran on the 
project. 


It was understood that Ide- 
mitsu had informed INOC of its 
readiness to join the Makran 
project to give Japan a foothold 
in the international competition 
to win the rights for taking part 
in the joint development with 
Iranian firms. 


It was reported that INOC is 
very willing to cooperate with 
Idemitsu in the development 
plan,

PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter)—The 
Suez crisis last autumn led 
to an increase in orders for su- 
pertankers, according to a re- 
port issued by the Organization 
for European Economic (Co- 
operation here Monday. . 

It said of new orders for tank- 
ers over 38,000 tons, the maxi- 
mum size which the Suez Canal 
could take, 25 per cent were for 
tankers of 45,000 dead-weight 
tons and over, including three 
of more than 100,000 deadweight 
tons and 26 between 50,000 and 
60,000 dead-weight tons. 

The 17-nation OEEC report 
on maritime transport for 1956, 
said: “The reopening of the ca- 
nal will to some extent restore 
the normal pattern of shipping, 
but one of the results of the 
crisis will, both from the poli- 
tical and the economic view- 
points, undoubtedly be that al- 
ternative methods of movement 
both of dry cargo and oil will 
be considered, with a view to 
lessening dependence on the ca- 
nal.” 

Tonnage Being Built 


The report said that 4,900,000 
gross register tons were under 
construction for registration in 
the participating countries and 
associated countries at the end 
of 1956 compared with 4,200,000 
tons at the end of 1955. 

Of these 2,033,000 tons were 
for tankers, compared with 
1,471,000 in 1955. 

World shipping tonnage com- 
pleted during 1956 amounted to 
6,300,000 gross register tons as 
compared with 4,900,000 gross 
register tons in 1955, an in- 
crease of 28.6 per cent. 

In the participating countries 
of the OEEC the increase was 
only 5.9 per cent as compared 
with completions in 1955. 

Japanese Construction 

In Japan vessels completed in 
1956 totaled 1,500,000 gross 
register tons as compared 600,- 
000 gross register tons in 1955, 
an increase of 174 per cent. 

Vessels under construction in 
the world at the end of 1956 
amounted to 8,500,000 gross reg- 
ister tons. This compares 
with 6,600,000 gross register 
tons in in 1955. 

Tanker tonnage under con- 
struction at the end of 1956 was 
3,700,000 gross register tons 
which compa.es with 2,600,000 
gross register tons at the end of 
1955. 

Of the total tonnage under 
construction or on order of 29 
million gross register tons in 
the world, no less than 21 mil- 
lion tons were for construction 
in the participating countries of 
the OEEC as compared with 14 
million tons in 1955. 

Of this total 12,700,000 million 
gross register tons represented 
tankers. 

Tonnage under construction 
or on order in the United States 
amounted to almost 2 million 
gross register tons compared 
with only 300,000 in 1955.

The issuance of letters of 
credit for the whole of July is 
expected to amount to 200 mil- 
lion dollars as against 229 mil- 
lion dollars for the previous 
month. 


Meanwhile, exports for the 
middle 10 days of July aggre- 
gated 60 million dollars. 


If the value for the first 10 
days is added to this figure, 
those for the first and middle 
10 days will amount to 140 mil- 
lion dollars and those for the 
entire July 200 million dollars 
as against 187 million dollars 
for the previous month. 


On the decrease of openings 
of import letters of credit, the 
Finance Ministry made the fol- 
lowing points: 


1, Exchange banks are reject- 
ing opening import letters of 
credit even for imports authoriz- 
ed under the automatic import 
approval system because of the 
Government’s tight money poli- 
cy. 

2. Trading firms themselves 
are canceling their import con- 
tracts.

Japan Is H ‘kong ’s Second 


LONDON (Kyodo - Reuter)— 
Imports from Japan to Hong- 
kong rose by 17,800,000 to 50,- 
700,000 sterling during 1956, the 
annual officia’ Government re- 

, port for the British colony re- 
vealed Monday. 

Japan was Hongkong’s sec- 
ond chief source of imports, 
Communist China being the 
first. 

More than 50 per cent of the 
imports from Japan was in tex- 
tile yarns and piece goods. 
Other items were base metals 
and nonelectrical machinery. 


Embargo Effects 


The United Nations trade 
embargo knocked more than 
62,500, sterling off Hong- 
kong’s exports to China. 

Part of this has been made 
up by increased trade with In- 
donesia, Japan, Thailand and 
and Britain, the report added. 

Since 1948, there has been an 
increase of 1,800 factories in the 
colony, and the labor force has 
more than quadrupled. There 
has been “a_ revolution § in 
techniques, improvements in 
quality, and great diversifica- 
tion,” 

Refugee Problem 


The report records in detail 
the difficulties facing Hongkong 
from the great influxes of re- 
fugees since the end of World 
War II. 

Into 62 square miles of usable 
land are crammed 2,500,000 peo- 
pie, increasing by 75,000 a year. 

The refugees, squatting in 
coionies of slum huts, brought 
vice to the colony — drugs, 
brothels, gambling, crime of 
every kind. 

But they also helped Hong- 
kong to survive economically 
after the severe blow to its 
trade by the United Nations em- 
bargo on the export of strategic 
goods to Communist China. 

Partly because of labor sur- 
plus, new capital, and new tech- 
niques brought by the refugees, 
the colony has been able to ex- 
yand and revolutionize its in- 
dustry. 

Many of the refugees have 
been resettled in community es- 
tates. But vast problems re- 
main. 

About 300,000 “squatters” re- 
main to be resettled. More 
schools, hospitals, prisons, are 
needed, and meanwhile the con- 
ventional housing needs of the 
colony are “desperately serious 
and are thought by some to de- 
mand priority,” the report de- 
clared. 

“When one reads of one mil- 
lion homeless exiles the great 
sum of human tragedy becomes 
a matter of statistical examina- 
tion. Eventually the last ves- 
tiges of hope are centered on 
the cdiculating machine and 
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Chief Source of Imports 


the drawing board.” 

In the 391 square mile colo- 
ny, all but 62 square miles is 
either hillside or swamp. 

“Building land in Hongkong 
is not found, it is made; either 
hacked out of the hills or creat- 
ed by reclamation.” 

The immigrants poured in— 
“perhaps a million since Brit- 
ish rule was re-established”— 
and settled in honeycomb 
“squatter” villages on the hill- 
sides. 

When the Government realiz- 
ed that none of the immigrants 
were going back to China, it 
found land and up to now has 
spent 20,625,000 pounds ster- 
ling on housing projects for 20 
per cent of the population. 


Reds Claim 
Indemnity 
For Woolens 


OSAKA (Kyodo)—The Japan 
Wool and Hemp Exporters As- 
sociation will send four mem- 
bers to Communist China next 
month to negotiate on a claim 
by the Chinese for indemnifica- 
tion against large quantities of 
Japanese woolen goods imports. 

The Chinese are claiming in- 
demnification for almost all of 
Japanese woolen goods exported 
from last autumn up until this 
spring. 

Woolen interests fear that at 
the worst all of Japan’s exports 
may be canceled. 

They believe, however, that 
the claim may have come from 
the difference of conditioning 
standards between Japan and 
Communist China, 

Japan’s woolen goods exports 
to Continental China amounted 
to 2,230,000 vards, value ($5,544,- 
000) in 1956 and 700,000 yards 
($1,838,000) from January up 
until March this year. China 
thus was Japan’s largest export 
market, second only to the Uni- 
ted States.

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Railway Workers Union 


The question of just how much right a railway man 
employed under Government should have to strike is one 
that is very pertinent these days. The rail strike in Niigata 
and the tieups that followed in other sections of the coun- 
try have made it the center of public attention. 

Just because he is employed by the Government rail- 
way corporation, should the railway worker be deprived of 
the right to strike while his brothers working for private 
railways can walk out at any time? Should he be deprived 
of the right to strike because of the vital nature of his 
work in the public service If so, should not all workers 
in vital industries—government or private—have their 
strike rights curbed? These are some of the issues that 
are being studied in the Government and the ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party in a general review of Japan’s postwar 
labor legislation and their application to labor today. 

The dangers of irresponsible union activity in a field 
as vitally important to the nation as railroading is graphi- 
cally demonstrated today in the strikes that began in Nii- 
gata and are mushrooming to other sections of the country. 

- Ina country with an economic constitution as delicate 
as that of Japan, paralysis of rail traffic in an area only 
the size of Niigata can have serious repercussions. The 
most serious effects were upon movement of freight and 
especially perishable fish and vegetables which spoiled and 
caused sizable losses to fishermen and farmers. 

A general rail tieup throughout the nation could have 
disastrous effects upon the country and would harm 
especially the masses whose interests the unions profess to 
protect. 

Other aspects of the Niigata strike are also disturbing 
for different reasons. One is the violence, bordering on 
hoodlumism, which has appeared. Five unionists are ac- 
cused of having physically intimidated a stationmaster 
and his wife, holding them prisoner and twisting the man’s 
arm and cuffing him about in the best gangster fashion. 

A second is the charge that Communists are engineer- 
ing the tieups. It is known that in Niigata, as in many 
other districts on the Japan Sea, many people are wooing 
Soviet trade as the hope for their economic growth and 
prosperity. It is significant that the leadership of the 
Railway Workers Union is trying to curb the hotheads of 
Niigata and not being very successful at it. And the So- 
cialist Party is having a difficult time taking a clearcut 
stand on the issue involved. 

The headaches caused by the strike mav lash back in 
the long run against the workers. The rail dispute has 
caused a nationwide reassessment of the functions of a 
labor union and the responsibilities of the railway union in 
particular. 

It is significant that today for the first time in many 
years the Liberal-Democratic Party and the Government 
are giving serious thought to the over-all aspects of the 
problem and are talking of action to rewrite the goun- 
try’s postwar labor laws. If they do, the labor aniiiees 
will be the first to suffer. However, like it or not, it ap- 
pears that the unions will have to give in because tactics 
heedless of public interest have antagonized the people 
who used to be sympathetic to them. 


The Same Old Problem 


It is reported that success of the family planning pro- 
gram has given Japan the lowest birth rate in 
Asia which, aceording to the report of the Welfare Min- 


istry for 1956, accounted for 18.4 per cent. 
This is far lower than the birth rate in other Asian 


countries for the same year: 


Singapore 47.6, Taiwan 43.3, 


Malaya 43, Hongkong 38.7, Ceylon 57.9, Burma 36.4, Philip- 
pines and Thailand 34.2, India 25.8, ete. 

The natural increase in population, which showed an 
annual increase of as high as 1,700,000 in postwar days, 
registered 1,030,000 in 1955 and 937,000 in 1956, dropping 
to less than 1,000,000 for the first time after the war. 

In the meantime, however, medical science has given 
the same nation the lowest death rate, which is even lower 
than those of Switzerland, West Germany and France, and 
on the same level as the Netherlands and Canada noted 


for their low death rates. 


The conclusion is that the Japanese still have to battle 
overpopulation of about 18 persons for each hectare of 


arable land. 


A large population offers no problem at all when the 


nation is blessed with rich natural resources. 


In the case 


of Japan, however, her soil is limited in*area and exceed- 


ingly poor in resources. In 


such a country, overpopula- 


tion can be a cause of all evils. 
Japan, thus, has the same problem that she had be- 


fore World War II. 


The pressing need of the hour for 


this nation must be to find quickly the most reasonable, 
and the most peaceful way out of this great difficulty.

Two Views 

Private enterprisers figure, 
however, that if the tight-money 
situation continues as it is, they 
will be forced to scale down 


their investments by as much as 


20 to 30 per cent, not to speak 
of 15 per cent as specified by 
the Government, 


Some express fear that the 
extreme shortage of money may 
even force a suspension of 
those projects which have al- 
ready got under way. They 
argue that the strict Govern- 
ment measures, if enforced to

Asahi Shimbun called for a 
compromise among the member 
nations of the United Nations 
Disarmament Subcommittee now 
in session in London, particular- 
ly between the United States 
and the Soviet Union, on nu- 
clear weapons. As pointed out 
by British Foreign Minister 
Lioyd, all the delegates have 
concurred in view on the plan 
itself to halt temporarily nu- 
clear weapons tests, cut mili- 
tary strength, slash military ap- 
propriations, reduce convention- 
al weapons and conduct ground 
and aerial inspection, the paper 
said. The delegates disagree only 
on the concrete measures to en- 
force the plan, the paper said, 
further quoting the British dele- 
gate. Therefore, it is hoped that 
the delegates exert efforts to 
compromise on the concrete 
measures for the cause of world 
peace, the paper said. 


Mainichi Shimbun called on 
Foreign Minister Fujiyama to 
file a protest promptly with the 
Soviet Government on its an- 
nouncement restricting naviga- 
tion by foreign ships in Vladi- 
vostok Bay. The paper said 
that it is clear that the restric- 
tion is an infringement of inter- 
national laws and contrary to 
common sense. Furthermore, 
the restrictions were pointed 
out as designed against Japa- 
nese fishing boats operating in 
the waters. It is unfair for a 
powerful nation like the Soviet 
Union to unilaterally violate in- 
ternational laws which are to 
maintain world peace and order, 

@ paper said. It further cri- 
ticized the Soviet Union for its 
unlawful seizure of Japanese 
fishing boats operating on the

high seas in the northern Pacific 
even after the restoration of 
peace between the two nations. 


Yomiuri Shimbun _ regretted 
the Republic of Korea’s reluc- 
tance to accept the “final” plan 
agreed between the Japanese 
Government and the ROK Mis- 
sion in Japanese for the reci- 
procal release of detainees. The 
final plan as agreed was worked 
out as the result of maximum 
concessions by Japan, the paper 
stressed. Furthermore, the Japa- 
nese concessions were made in 
an effort to pave the way for 
resumption of the suspended 
Japan-ROK talks to solve pend- 
ing issues such as the “Rhee” 
line among others. It is parti- 
cularly regretted that the ROK 
Government is postponing the 
approval of the final plan in an 
apparent attempt to exact fur- 
ther concessions from Japan.. It 
is natural and reasonable for 
the Japanese Government to re- 
fuse the ROK’s bid for further 
revision of the final plan, 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
commented on summertime eti- 
quette on apparel in sultry 
Japan. It is not pleasant to see 
people sweltering in coats and 
neckties at public functions, the 
paper said. Such persons are 
probably praying for an early 
end of the functions. Some of 
the older persons are very par- 
ticular about summer wear and 
are reluctant to see young meo- 
ple without a coat.

Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) said 
the summer vacation should be 
an opportunity for school child- 
ren to widen their knowledge of 
the communities to which they 
belong.

He also took part in the repa- 
rations talks with the Philip- 
pines as ambassador plenipoten- 
tiary. 


It is also generally admitted, 
however, that no foreign min- 
ister can hope to have his own 
way in foreign affairs unless he 
has a firm footing in internal 
political circles. This is evi- 
dent from the example of the 
late Mamoru Shigemitsu, who 
served as Foreign Minister in 
the Hatoyama Government, . 


Fujiyama has the full back- 


ing of the Prime Minister. He 
has also joined the Liberal- 


Democratic Party and has de- 


clared his intention of running 
in the next general election.

Khrushchev Throws Obstacles

NEW YORK—It seems clear 


now that the cheering by Yugo- be 


slav Communists at the down- 
fall of the Kremlin’s “anti- 
party” leaders was premature. 
Soviet boss Nikita Khrushchev 
seems to be trying to maneuver 
Tito of Yugoslavia into an un- 
comfortable position, and Tito 
is not going to like that. 

In his “good will” trip to 
Prague to inform Czechoslovak 
Communist leaders about what 
has been going on, Khrushchev 
emphasized that he opposes 
“liberalism and gradualism.” He 
acknowledged that there might 
be “different roads to socialism” 
but warned that there really is 
only one socialism, and that is 
the system evolved by the Soviet 
Union. 

“Liberalism and gradualism” 
might mean any of a number of 
things. But if the phrase is con- 
nected with Yugoslavia and its 
economic approach to “achiev- 
ing socialism,” the argument be- 
tween Tito and the Kremlin will 
continue for a long time to 
come. 

Tito has permitted the de- 
collectivization of his peasants. 
He has encouraged the establish- 
ment of “workers’ councils” 


which have a say in the admin- 


istration of Yugoslav industry. 
He recommends such things to 
Communistruled Eastern 
Europe, to the aggravation of 
the Kremlin. 

What Khrushchev appears to 
be saying to Tito is this: 

“We can work together and 
collaborate in the interests of 
the world Communist move- 
ment. We will recognize that 
Yugoslavia, like China, has cer- 
tain peculiarities which require 
different approaches. 

“But you must stay out of 
our back yard. That is, keep 
your decollectivized peasantry 
and your workers’ councils and 
similar phenomena to yourself, 
and don’t propagandize or en- 
courage it in any other Com- 
munist country.” 


But Khrushchev’s approach 
is not likely to impress. Tito.

I Saw the Russian Atomic Test 


(This is the last of a series of four ‘arti- 
cles. They constitute an eyewitness account 
of the 1955 Russian nuclear tests. They were 
dictated by a Red Army corporal who served 
in a security battalion guarding the test area. 
The manuscript was brought to Western 
Europe after the Hungarian revolution in 
November. The story is presented with cer- 
tain changes in unit and identifications and 
names in order to protect the Soviet soldier.)

Later we saw a big#red glow to the left of 
the smoke. We discovered later the explosion 
set the forest on fire. 
hot to set fire to trees nearly 10 miles away. 
However, the scientists must have thought of 
it, for a gap of 100 to 150 yards had been cut 
through the forest. ven so, it took two days 
to get it under control. 

One hour later the smoke was still a bulky 
mass, almost motionless. We were very inter- 
ested in the sky, which looked almost too clear, 
It seemed to us that all the clouds were being 
sucked into that dark mass, 

I asked some of my comrades how tall they 
thought the column of smoke was. One said a 
mile, another thought it was almost two. 


Balloons Float In and Out 
Of the Smoke 


Through my field glasses I saw several big 
balloons floating in and around the dark 
column, I heard later that they were attached 
to long thin wires. They carried different types 
of materials and instruments. 

About 10 o’clock the furled top spread furth- 
er and further over the sky as the bottom of 
the column left the ground. 

Then a PO2 airplane approached. It flew 
over us and straight into the center of the 
smoke. This was guided from the observation 
points. Later two four-engined bombers flew 
through it. These also were pilotless. 

I didn’t see this but some of my comrades 
from the Omsk battalion said that the two 
bombers threw quantities of sparkling substance 
into the smoke and afterward a big quantity 
of black powder. 

The plane left the area in another direction. 

About noon the smoke had climbed very 
high and had melted into what might be taken 
for ordinary clouds. Only then were we allow- 
ed to leave our trenches. 


Technicians Collect Plants 
And Dust 


Early in the afternoon some technical offi- 
cers and some unknown civilians came to us 
in a large laboratory bus. They carried instru- 
ments and scooped up some of the dust and 
picked one or two flowers and shrubs, They 
went two or three miles into the Zvezda and 
Pamir zones collecting dust and plants. Then 
they penetrated the forest and my comrades 
of the signal units afterward told us that they 
saw them take samples of the water in the 
stream. 

During the next few days we often saw 
planes flying over the area at different heights. 
Some were guided, I think, but I don’t know 


for sure. 
Three or four days later we saw the balloons 


again. This time they floated high in the sky. 
Shoot All Animals Coming 


From Test Area 
During the week after the explosion, the 


laboratory bus visited us three times. We were 
not allowed into the Pamir zone; and we were 
given an order to shoot all animals coming 
from the test area. It was strongly impressed 
on us not to go near them or touch them. 
Other pieces of information that reached us

were that the tall rocks rising from the eastern 
banks of the lake had collapsed, the specially 
erected walls on the northern side had also 
collapsed or had melted, but the tanks covered 
with mud and some of the concrete shelters 
had suffered little damage. The trucks, guns 
and dummies stationed in the open had all been 
destroyed, 


The driver’s seat of a Zis truck was found 
more than a mile from its original position. 
Generally the area was littered with broken, 
burned or melted pieces of cars and guns. The 
gun tower of a T54 tank was thrown 150 yards, 


Two Siberian Goats Live 
Through It All 


Two Siberian goats were still alive in a deep 
hole about five miles from the center of the 
explosion. These were taken away by car. 

I wasn’t able to see but others told me that 
the technical staff who penetrated the Pobeda 
zone dressed like deep sea divers, They 
brought up large metal cylinders from the lake 
and took them into the mountains somewhere, 

About 10 days later we were ordered to take 
our places again in the trenches. This was 
about 1 p.m. But nothing happened. We were 
allowed to leave. The second explosion wasn’t 
carried out at the planned time. 

Shortly afterward we discovered why. A 
big storm blew up. The sky was heavy and 
dark. The dust choked us. When the wind 
calmed down and the sun began to shine again, 
the laboratory bus turned up again. Its staff 
collected more dust and more plants and left 
for the eastern area. They said nothing to us 
but the signal unit on our right was ordered 
to move back 15 miles outside the zone Reka. 


The Second Explosion Is 
A Day Late 


The second explosion was carried out the 
next day at the same time—noon. 

It caused a much deeper kind of thunder 
and we first saw its light in the sky. Its smoke 
climbed up much slower and was extremely 
thick. This was much more like the American 
bomb I saw but its column was at least three 
times as thick. It blotted out a large part of 
the mountains. 

Also we didn’t feel any wind. I think the 
bomb was discharged from the bottom of the

This explosion caused some considerable 
trouble among the Vityuisk battalion 20 miles 
from us. The blast whipped some water from 
the lake into the air and some of it fell on 
their shelters and tents. The soldiers were very 
frightened. 

The mishap was immediately announced by 
telephone to the observation stations which gave 
instructions for all the men to be moved out at 
once and leave all their clothes and equipment 
behind. 

This last order caused further confusion and 
trouble until the Omsk battalion and my group 
sent them some tent cloth with which to cover 
themselves. 


Driven Off and Never Heard 
Of Again 


Experts soon arrived to examine them. The 
men were told that they were not contaminated 
and had nothing to worry about. But hardly 
an hour later they were packed into trucks and 
driven off. We never heard of them again. 

Their camp was closed and the same day 
special technical units arrived there. They were 
all clad in protective clothes and collected the 
uniforms and equipment of the battalion, the 
food and water in their dining tent and locked 
everything up in metal boxes. It was as if they 
were dead.

“Outside the Communist 
world, by comparison, the pic- 
ture is one of unexampled pro- 
gress and growth,” the article 
said. “People in non-Commu- 
nist countries are enjoying more 
of the good things of life than 
ever before. Nations and in- 
dividuals are thriving. Jobs are 
plentiful and living standards 
rising. Everywhere, progress 
and hopefulness are in the air. 

“The glaring contrast between 
the poverty under communism 
and the prosperity where indiv- 
idual initiative is given a play is 
helping to feed the growing pres- 
sure for revolt throughout the 
Soviet-captive world. Life in a 
poorhouse is proving to be al- 
most unbearable, when life out- 
side is so attractive.”
